The display of ores and metallurgi- 
cal products In the n^lneral depart- 
nieiit, to whicli reterertce was made 
yesterday, is an excellent one. The 
mining department of the provincial 
government contributed a good many 
samples of selected ores from the 
mineral museum, and has done much 
to make this department ot the exhi- 
biiion a success. The ores are ar- 
ranged In classes, I. e., copper-gold, 
silver-lead and mlscoilnneous, and there 
are several coses, like Allin and Crui- 
boo, of district exhibits. 

.■\s one enters the doorway of liie 
mineral bulldhig the first objects that 
catch the eye are pyramids of gold- 
coiiper ores from the Knob Hlll-Old 
li'iiiisldes gruui) of mines in Phoenix 
camp. tl is a .<?triklng display of the 
potentialities of the low-grade copper 
producers of the P.oundary district, 
wliere mining is carried on on a big 
scale, for the average values of tlie 
ores of these mines run in the vicinity 
of tii tier ton. and only tlie closest 
iilleiitlon to detail in the mining and 
sineiling operations of the Granljy 
Consolidated Mining, Smelting & Power 
Company, with tlie clieypesi of trans- 
liortatlon cliaices, can make ihesf 
liropertles the success they ;.ire. 

Grouping of the Exhibits 

Down the centre of the hall are 
rangeil four tables containing speci- 
mens of ore divided In groujis. The 
two lirst hidd the goUl-copi),.r ores, the 
third s:;mples of silver-lead ores, and 
the foinih a miscellaneous collection.

W. O. Koblnwon, an expert Iron- 
worker of Kaslo, has sent a case con- 
taining miniature mining tools that are 
splendid reproductions of the real ar- 
ticles used by those who loll In the 
bowels of the earth hi search ot tlie 
precious and i.'oniniercial metals. 

Tlie gold-copper section ha.s samples 
of chalcopyrlle, boriilte, cuprite, mala- 
chite and other minel'als whose tech- 
nical names are k';;)wn only to tlie ex- 
pert a.nd motalhirglst. Itossland Is 
represenvod by tlie IjC Roi, Velvet, 
Black Uear, Ocntr(> Star, lloniealake, 
Nickel Plate and fophie. Copper 
mountain, in the Simllkameen, has 
some fine specimotis of bornlte from 
the .Sunset^ mine, now being operated 
by the .same people who own the 
Mother Lode In the Botindary. West 
Coast mines have' obivtrlbuted ■ many 
samples, headed l^y, the Britannia. 
Nahmlnt, Clayoaupt, Bear Klyer and 
Deer Creek are the sections from 
which most of the ores come. Texada 
Island, In the NanaJmo division. Is rep- 
resented by the Copper King and Cop- 
per Queen. Whltehoi-se, too, lias- a 
Copper King mine. From tlie East 
Kootenay the only copper-gold ore 
exhibited conies frura the Swansea.

The Boundary has a generous dis- 
play. All the prominent mines are 
represented. Phoenix camp has sam- 
ples from tlie Brooklyn-Stemwlnder, 
recently acquired by the Dominion 
Copper Co., and thij Soowshoe;' Dead- 
wood camp by the Mother I^de and 
Morrison; and Summit camp by the 
Oro Denoro and B. C. 

Canyon Creek and Spalhimchecn 
camps, In the Golden dlvi.slon, con- 
tribute samplen. New Westminster 
shows specimens of the Jubilee gioup. 
Among the well known Island mines 
are samples from tlie Lcnora and Kooke 
copper properties.
